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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Walsall. 

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Health  Report  for  1896,  giving  an  account  of  the  Vital 
Statistics  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  Borough. 

In  regard  to  disease  and  death  this  year  compares 
favourably  with  1895,  when  the  death  rate  was  20’56  per 
1,000,  a  rate  above  the  mean  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 
This  year  the  death  rate  is  18 ‘48,  a  rate  very  satisfactory 
when  compared  with  that  for  the  last  ten  years,  which 
showed  an  average  of  19‘47. 

I  regret  that  there  has  been  a  serious  outbreak  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  beginning  in  the  early  summer;  first  in 
the  Caldmore  and  Palfrey  Districts,  then  spreading  into 
the  Pleck,  Birchills,  and  Bloxwich  Districts,  and  eventu¬ 
ally  over  the  whole  town.  The  cases,  however,  were  not 
of  a  very  severe  type,  only  23  deaths  occurring  out  of  516 
cases  notified.  Nearly  all  the  cases  occurred  in  small 
cottages  where  it  is  most  difficult  to  isolate,  and  in  a 
number  of  instances  the  parents  or  those  in  charge  made 
no  attempt  at  isolation,  and  paid  no  attention  to  the 
printed  instructions  issued  for  their  guidance,  hence  the 
rapid  spread  in  all  directions  of  this  epidemic. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the 
whole  of  the  year,  and  although  I  have  no  record  of  the 
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number  of  persons  affected,  we  can  assume,  judging  from 
the  number  of  deaths  recorded,  viz.,  50,  that  a  great  many 
children  must  have  suffered  from  this  zymotic,  the  whole 
of  the  deaths  excepting  one  occurring  among  children 
under  5  years  of  age. 

In  1895,  204  children  out  of  every  1,000  born  died 
before  reaching  one  year  of  age — this  year  168  children 
out  of  every  1,000  born  died  under  one  year  of  age.  I 
still  consider  this  a  high  mortality  among  infants,  although 
it  shows  a  decrease  on  the  rate  for  last  year,  which  at  the 
time  I  pointed  out  as  being  abnormally  high.  I  believe 
that  a  great  deal  can  yet  be  done  to  remedy  this  lament¬ 
able  fatality  among  children  of  the  poorer  classes.  Errors 
in  feeding,  clothing,  and  general  sanitation  are  still  to  be 
remedied,  but  the  most  important  point,  and  the  one 
perhaps  the  easiest  to  deal  with  is  the  structure  of  the 
feeding  bottle.  I  consider  that  the  bottle  with  the  india- 
rubber  tube  is  to  blame  for  a  very  large  percentage  of 
infantile  deaths,  and  that  if  the  feeding  bottle  is  a 
necessity  it  ought  not  to  have  an  indiarubber  tube 
attached  to  it,  as  with  this  attachment  it  is  not  possible  to 
keep  it  clean  and  in  a  wholesome  condition.  I  hope  that 
mothers  will  waive  the  convenience  of  having  a  tube  and 
use  bottles  with  a  small  teat  directly  attached  to  the 
neck. 

I  also  think  that  much  greater  care  should  be 
exercised,  and  more  precautions  taken  to  have  the  milk  in 
a  fresh  and  undecomposed  condition,  before  the  child  is 
fed  with  it. 

The  work  of  the  Inspectors  has  been  performed  in  an 
efficient  manner,  a  house  to  house  inspection  has  been 
made  of  almost  the  entire  Borough,  15,072  houses  having 
been  inspected  and  reported  upon,  and  the  Sanitary 
Condition  taken  as  a  whole  has  considerably  improved. 

The  staple  trade  of  the  town  has  been  good  during 
the  year,  and  the  iron  trade  has  also  been  in  an  active 
condition,  consequently  there  has  been  a  considerable

nuisance  completely  abated.  I  have  formulated  in  the 
body  of  the  Report  the  usual  Statistical  Tables,  and  I 
have  dealt  with  the  more  important  points  under  their 
respective  headings. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  you  for  the  support  and  con¬ 
sideration  you  have  given  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
myself  in  the  performance  of  our  duties. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


I  have  calculated  the  population  in  June,  1896,  to  be  Population. 
78,000,  an  addition  of  6,211  to  the  last  census  figures,  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  16,132,  and  the  area  of  the 
Borough  8,711  acres,  giving  a  distribution  of  8*95  persons 
per  acre. 

The  birth  rate  is  34  52,  estimated  from  2,693  regis-  Births, 
tered  births — 1,362  males  and  1,331  females.  This  rate 
is  a  slight  increase  on  that  of  last  year,  which  was  34‘26.

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  atje 
was  454,  as  compared  with  532  in  1895,  being  at  the  rate 
of  5-82  per  1,000  per  annum  against  7  00  per  1,000  last 
year.  2,693  births  have  been  recorded,  and  out  of  that 
number  only  2,239  lived  over  the  age  of  one  year,  that  is 
to  say  168  per  1,000  of  children  born  died  before  reaching 
the  age  of  one  year.  The  total  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  5  years  of  age  was  670,  almost  one  half  of 
the  deaths  registered  at  all  ages.  The  following  table 
will  show  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  the  more 
prevalent  infantile  diseases,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  greatest  number  is  due  to  premature  birth,  convul¬ 
sions,  diarrhoea,  marasmus  and  debility.  In  comparing 
the  table  with  that  of  1895  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
deaths  from  diarrhoea  are  more  than  a  half  less,  but  that 
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the  number  of  deaths  from  premature  birth  and  whooping 
cough  have  increased.

There  have  been  notified  516  cases  of  Scarlatina,  of 
which  81  were  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  335  of 
persons  over  5  years.  This  is  a  great  increase  on  the 
number  reported  last  year,  when  there  were  105  cases 
notified.  The  cases  were  spread  all  over  the  town,  the 
epidemic  form  being  more  apparent  in  the  Caldmore  and 
Pleck  Districts,  but  for  the  most  part  the  cases  were  of  a 
mild  type,  only  23  deaths  taking  place. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  was  notified,  which  was 
immediately  isolated  at  the  Epidemic  Hospital.  It 
proved  to  be  of  a  very  mild  type,  and  happily  no  other 
cases  resulted. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  42  cases  having  been 
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recorded  against  14  during  the  previous  year.  9  of  the 
cases  were  of  children  under  5  years,  and  33  of  persons 
over  5  years  of  age.  They,  however,  were  not  of  such  a 
severe  type  as  marked  those  of  1895,  when  6  deaths 
occurred  among  14  affected  persons.  This  year  only  9 
deaths  have  been  registered  out  of  42  persons  suffering 
from  this  disease. 

Eighteen  cases  of  Membraneous  Croup  have  been  Membranous 

Croup. 

notified,  14  of  which  were  of  children  under  5,  and  4  of 
persons  over  5  years  of  age.  7  deaths  took  place,  6  under 
and  1  over  5  years  of  age.  The  number  of  deaths  is 
exactly  the  same  as  in  1895,  when  7  deaths  occurred  out 
of  16  cases  reported. 

There  have  been  notified  68  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Typhoid 

•  ij'cvcr 

an  increase  of  1  over  the  number  reported  la,st  year. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  increase  in  the  population 

during  recent  years  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  tliat 

Typhoid  Fever  has  decreased.  In  1893  110  cases,  in 

1894  74  cases,  and  in  1895  67  cases  were  notified.  Of 
the  68  cases  reported  61  were  of  persons  over  5,  and  7  of 
children  under  5  years  of  age.  11  deaths  occurred,  10 
over  and  1  under  5  years  of  age. 

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notified,  2Pnerperal 
of  which  proved  fatal.  Fever. 

Ninety-three  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  notified,  1  Erysipelas, 
death  occurring.  87  of  the  cases  were  of  persons  over  5 
years,  and  6  of  children  under  5  years  of  age.  I  still 
consider  the  notification  of  this  disease  useless  and  a  waste 
of  public  money,  and  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  of  its 
removal  from  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

The  epidemic  of  Measles  mentioned  in  my  Report  for  Measles 

1895  was  continued  during  the  spring  months  of  1896, 
and  judging  from  the  number  of  deaths  registered  must 
have  been  of  a  very  severe  type.  27  deaths  took  place, 
all  of  children  under  5  years  of  age. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  Diarrhoea 
deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  compared  with  the  number  regis- 
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tered  during  last  year,  when  162  deaths  occurred,  against 
71  recorded  during  this  year.  The  deaths  were  princi¬ 
pally  among  children  under  5  years  of  age,  only  14 
deaths  taking  place  among  persons  over  that  age.  I 
think  it  is  a  pleasing  feature  to  have  to  report  this  great 
decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease, 
compared  with  the  years  1895  and  1894,  when  162  and 
145  deaths  respectively  took  place  from  this  zymotic. 

Whooping  Cough  is  accountable  for  50  deaths,  as 
compared  with  2  registered  during  last  year.  The 
epidemic  was  widely  spread  all  over  the  town,  and  was  of 
a  severe  type,  the  deaths  principally  taking  place  among 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  one  death  only  having 
occurred  in  a  person  over  that  age. 

NOTIFICATION-  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  a  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified — 742  cases 
being  reported  against  297  last  year.

The  increase  thus  shown  is  entirely  due  to  the  epidemic 
of  Scarlatina,  which  is  accountable  for  516  cases. 


The  Isolation  Hospital  has  not  yet  been  completed, 
numerous  sites  have  been  inspected,  and  plans  discussed 
by  the  Health  Committee,  and  a  careful  study  has  been 
made  as  to  the  best  means  of  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  town,  bnt  so  far  not  much  progress  has  been  reported. 
I  hope,  however,  that  the  time  may  not  be  far  distant 
when  the  Sanitary  Authority  shall  seriously  take  this 
matter  in  hand,  and  without  further  delay  supply  the 
town  with  a  suitable  Epidemic  Hospital.

SANITARY  WORK. 

The  Sewerage  System  in  the  Borough  has  been  Sewage 

..  ..  Disposal- 

increased  during  the  year  by  an  addition  of  7  furlongs 
115  yards  of  new  sewers,  making  altogether  57  miles,  7 
furlongs,  115  yards  of  sewers.  The  surface  water 
drainage  is  3  miles,  6  furlongs,  125  yards,  the  drains 
varying  in  size  from  6  to  18  inches  in  diameter.  The 
treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the  farm  by  precipitation  and 
polarite  filtration  and  subsequent  irrigation  gives  an 
effluent  that  is  ail  to  be  desired.  An  exceptionally  large 
number  of  private  drains  have  been  laid  and  connected  to 
the  sewers  of  the  town  as  compared  with  the  number 
connected  during  previous  years. 
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A  number  of  new  ventilating  shafts  have  been  ereeted 
for  the  purpose  of  sewer  ventilation  in  places  where  the 
gaseous  tension  was  great,  and  where  convenient  factory 
chimneys  have  been  used,  or  a  ventilating  pillar  erected 
in  a  position  remote  from  dwellings.  An  undoubted 
advantage  has  been  gained  by  this  system  in  place  of  the 
manholes  in  the  streets.  The  noxious  effluvia  is  by  these 
means  conveyed  high  up  into  the  atmosphere  at  a  point 
where  dilution  becomes  easier  and  more  perfect,  therefore 
as  a  consequence  we  have  fewer  complaints  made  in  regard 
to  smells  from  sewers.  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  great  deal 
is  still  to  be  done  before  we  can  have  a  satisfactory  system 
of  sewer  ventilation.  The  old  method  of  allowing  the 
gases  to  escape  by  means  of  openings  on  a  level  with  the 
street  is  being  gradually  superseded  by  the  erection  of 
ventilating  shafts  placed  in  suitable  positions  to  convey 
the  gases  high  into  the  atmosphere,  and  thus  diluting 
them. 

The  disposal  of  our  refuse  is  in  the  hands  of  our 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department,  and  is  managed  with 
efficiency,  the  ashpits  being  emptied  frequently,  and  a 
good  system  of  disposal  adopted.  The  erection  of 
destructors  will  not  be  much  longer  delayed,  we  will  then 
have  the  consuming  and  disinfecting  power  of  fire  to  assist 
us  in  the  destruction  of  our  refuse. 

The  system  of  house  to  house  inspection  has  been 
carried  out  thoroughly  in  the  different  districts  into 
which  the  town  is  divided.  In  Walsall  Central  District 
5,132  houses,  in  Caldmore  District  4,941  houses,  and  in 
Bloxwich,  Birchills,  and  Ryecroft  Districts  4,999  houses, 
have  been  inspected  and  reported  upon — in  all  15,072 
houses.  This  is  a  satisfactorv  record  of  work  as  compared 
with  two  years  ago,  when  only  4,476  houses  were  visited, 
and  it  also  shows  an  increase  when  compared  with  the 
work  done  last  year,  when  12,675  houses  were  inspected. 
10  houses  situated  in  Church  Street,  Green  Lane,  The 
Indies  Pinfold,  Bloxwich  and  Lower  Rushall  Street,  were 
closed  as  unfit  for  habitation.  46  houses  were  closed 
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temporarily  until  certain  alterations  and  repairs  had  been 
carried  out.  The  number  of  nuisances  remaining  on  the 
books  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  53,  and  the  number  of 
notices  served  during  the  year  was  8,911. 

I  have  again  to  point  out  to  you  that  the  sewerage  of 
the  Bloxwich  District  is  far  from  being  all  that  could  be 
desired,  the  defects  which  I  pointed  out  in  last  year’s 
Report  beine;  for  the  most  part  still  in  statu  quo,  no  serious 
efforts  having  yet  been  made  to  abate  this  nuisance. 

I  think  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  we  ought 
seriously  to  consider  the  advisability  of  erecting  a  public 
slaughterhouse.  We  have  58  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  Borough,  a  great  number  of  which  arc  in  my  opinion 
unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended.  In 
several  instances  slaughterhouses  intended  only  for  the 
use  of  one  butcher  are  used  by  two  or  more.  This  crowd¬ 
ing  is  a  nuisance,  but  until  we  have  a  public  slaughter¬ 
house  provided  we  cannot  effectively  deal  with  this. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  made  1,033  visits  to 
factories  and  workshops,  17  new  waterelosets  have  been 
provided  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Factory  Act.  Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  ventilation  of  factories,  but  a  great  deal  of  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  getting  the  workpeople  to  under¬ 
stand  the  benefits  which  are  to  be  derived  from  an  ample 
supply  of  fresh  air. 

The  duty  of  enforcing  the  law  with  regard  to  the 
Smoke  Nuisance  was  transferred  from  the  Police  to  the 
Sanitary  Authority  on  the  29th  day  of  November,  and  so 
far  the  progress  made  has  been  satisfactory.

Owing  to  the  serious  outbreak  of  Scarlatina,  very  conceivable  precaution 
has  been  adopted  to  prevent  its  spreading. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  cases  being  in  small  cottages,  it  was  extremely 
difficult  to  get  them  isolated,  and,  in  a  large  number  of  instances,  no  attempt  at 
isolation  was  made,  the  parents  allowing  the  infected  patients  to  mix  freely  with 
other  members  of  the  family. 

When  cases  are  treated  at  home,  they  are  visited  frequently,  and  instructions 
given  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  disease, ;  disinfectants  are  supplied  free, 
and  houses,  bedding,  &c.,  disinfected  immediately  upon  recovery. 

We  have  also  sent  614  notices  to  schools  where  children  have  been  attending, 
to  prevent  them,  or  others  residing  in  infected  houses,  returning  to  school  before 
the  prescribed  time  had  elapsed.
